The 
road block at the northern gate of the field was being removed. The cutting 
of trees was begun. At 6:20 acm. on 15 Narch, one transpert plane took cf; 
another one was observed landing at 10:30 aon. Ten transrort aircraft wero 
observed. The cutiing of trees continued, and work on the construction of 
low woeden buildings was started. On 20 March, 17 transport aircrait were 
parked in the landing field for maintenance work. One or two biplanes were 
varked in an open hangar.

At 11:30 aom., a single-engine plane landed and egain took eff after 
a short time. Work on the construction of a second low wooden building was 
begun. A drainare ditch was being dug. The road block and the guard at the 
main entrance ef the field were moved 100 meters closer to the field. The 
northern section of the field was blocked by barbed-wire fences, 


On 24 March, 13 transport aircraft covered with tarpaulins were observed at 
the field, The structures cf two low wooden buildings were completed, Gravel 
was trucked to the runway. The northern section of the field was extended, 
and a barbedewire fence 2 meters hich was erected along the new boundary. f& 
temporary tarret ranfe was being constructed in a sand pit south of the 
field, From 7 to 11:30 pom. on 28 Marchi, night flying by one transport plane 
was observed from the ton. On 2 April, 1h transports vere observed east of 
the runway. Two of them were stuck in the soggy soil. The landing rear or 
one of these planes was damaged.
